But I hope he i3 right — the other alternatives are that 
my dad or Hal are passing info to the Feds (Broshears is an FBI 
informant and operative) which is absurd or that the phone and/or 
hotel room were bugged. Even my presence in S.F. could not he 
known by anyone here because we decided to go and were in the car 
within an hour. I told no one. 

I've tried my best to refrain from seeing the feds under the 
bed, but how do I dismiss this? 

Hope all is well with you. As soon as school starts (end 
of Sept) I'll see about getting some $ for your trip.
